BY AN ARCHBISHOP 


Mgt, Ireland Criticises His Co- 
~ Aeligionists for Their At- 
- Uitude on Philippines 


PRESWENT ROOSEVELT 
IS STOUTLY DEFENDED

Archbishop Says Catholics Should 
Wot Assume That Church’s 
Interest in Islands Will Be 
Endangered by Ameri- 
can Domination. 


St. Pawl, Minn., July 22.—Archbishop 
John Ireland, in an interview with tthe 
representative of the Associated Press to- 
day, reviewed at some length the progress 
of the negotiations conducted between 
Judge Taft and the vatican, and took 
to task certain Catholic organizations that 
had assumed to question the fairness of 
the administration toward their co-relig- 
fonigsts. The ‘archbishop said: 

“Yes, the news from Rome is quite sat- 
tisfactory, and I am ewre quite correct. 
Private advices coming to me from the 
most reliable sources confirm in all re- 
spects the dispatches given by the Asso- 
ciated Press. The sovereign pontiff and 
other Roman authorities are delighted 
with Governor Taft personally, and with 
the negotiations in course of progress be- 
tween him and the vatican. ‘Reports sent 
out by the correspondents of certain Lon- 
don papers to the effect that the pontiff 
was displeased with the manner of act- 
ing of the commission of cardinals ap- 
pointed to treat with Governor Taft were 
absolutely unfounded. 

As stated in this morning’s Rome dis- 
patches, the pontiff assured Governor 
Tat that he was most satisfied and hap- 
py at the results so far obtained, and 
that he was confident the negotiations be- 
gun in Rome would be the starting point 
of a complete and satisfactory solution of 
the question under discussion. This state- 
ment resumes in the most exact manner 
the situation as the vatican views it and 
@s it really is. 

“That the negotiations have not yet 
reached final conclusions and are to be 
transferred from Rome to Manila is what 
might have been expected from the begin- 
ning. Time in the work is of prime ne- 
reasity. With a little time, certaIn mat- 
ters Mow seeming to offer great difficul- 
ties, will be made by quiet, skillful touch- 
es of pontifical diplomacy, to work them- 
selves out without friction or excitement, 
and eo when, in Manila, final conclusions 
are to be reached things wilh) have been 
ripe and will turn out all right. Mr. Taft 
understands the matter and leaves Rome 
thoroughly satisfied and hopeful. There 
can be no doubt but that the active coop- 
eration of the vatican is now secured to 
the American government in fts task of 
pacification in the Philippines, and that In 
the results to come the administration at 
Washington will have ample reason to fe- 
licitate itself for having sent Governor 
Taft to Rome. 

Catholics Are Criticised. 


“And now it.Is to be hoped were will 
be among certain classes of Catholics in 
America a cessaition of movements and 
declarations such as we have had recent 
occasion to hear of regarding religious 
matters. The pope teaches those Catholics 
to teach American government, as they 
seemingly have been heretofore unwilling 
to do. In his conversation with Gover- 
nor Taft he expressed the highest esteem 
for American methods of treating church 
matters, and remarked that he had more 
than once pointed toward the United 
States as setting an example well worth 
copying. His word @eght to signify some- 
thing to those who of@s to take him 
as their leader and guide. The question 
of religion in the Philippines is now for- 
mally and officially his own, and it should 
be considered as such. A few there may 
remain who will still believe that they 
have a better understanding of it than 
he has and will insist on telling him how 
to handie it, but such as those are few, 
and at least it will be clear that they 
hold no brief whatever from the Catholic 
body at large. 

“The agitation, such as it was, in cer- 
tain Catholic quarters, did no honor to 
those who participated in it. As is now 
proved, they spoke and acted without due 
knowledge, and certainly without proper 
regard for the government of their coun- 
try. They should first have been abso- 
lutely certain that injustices had been 
done to their coreligionists, and next, if 
they should 
ave sought a remedy to them by an ap- 
sal to the proper officials before raising 
: public irritating clamors. That in the

Assault temple | On ) White 
Girl Near City Limits, 


She Was <Alone on Porch—Was 
‘Thrown to the Floor anf Her 
Clothing Partly Torn from 
Her, but She Made Game 
Fight and Escaped. 


At 12:30 o’cleck fhis morning a posse, 
headed by Deputy Sheriffs H. A. Shrop- 
shire and C. D. Burand and County .Po-. 
licemen Holden and Cheshire, left the 
residence of Burton Smith, 467 West 
Peachtree street, in pursuit of an un- 
known negro who attempted an assault 
on Margaret Hoyle, a young white maid, 
at the residence shortly after 9 o'clock 
last night. 


Miss Hoyle was the only person at the | 


house at the time. She was on the bacy 
porch drawing water from a well when 
the negro came up on the porch and at- 
tacked her. So fierce was his attack 
that Miss Hoyle was thrown to the floor 
and part of her clothing torn from her. 

However, she succeeded in gatting away 
from the negro and ran into the street. 
He followed her, but as she at once be- 
gan to call for help the negro became 
frightened and ran away: in the direction 
of the woods near at hand. . | 

It is thought that the man who at- 
tempted the assault is a negro who has 
been hanging about the place for several 
days, and who had once been driven away 
by the county policemen. He is de- 
scribed as a negro of medium size and of 
a g* gercake color. 

Bloodhounds on Trail. 

The authorities were at once notified, 
and steps were immediately taken to 
form a posse to pursue the negro. Sheriff 
Nelms was notified of the attempted 
crime, but he waS sick {[n bed and was 
unable to go. 3 

The officers went out well armed, and 
are determined to capture the segro if 
they can come upon him. The dogs were 


. secured from. Captain Donaldson's -con- 


vict camp. They have*-been used often 
before, and are well trained. The officers” 
are confident thé@t they will capture the 
negro before daybreak. 

The officers are in full control of the 
posse, and no fears of ‘mob Violente ate 
entertained. As soon as the negro is cap- 
tured he will be rushed to the Tower; and 
no trouble is apprehended. ~*~ » | 

Quite an amount of excitement was 
caused in the city by the sight of the 
party of heavily armed officers as they 
went out to begin the search for the 
criminal. It was thought that another 
riot was on hand, and in a few minutes 
many wild rumors were flying about fhe 
streets. aiaeurs 

The officers paid no attention to the vol- 
ley of questions fired at them as they | 
rode along the streets, but proceeded at 
once to the residence of Attorney Smith, 
the scene. of the attempted crime. Con- 
siderable time was required to get the 
dogs from Captain Donaldson’s camp, 
which accounts for the delay in getting 
after thé negro. 

Miss Hoyle has lived in Atlanta only a 
short time. She came to the city with 
Mr. and Mrs. J. K. Ohl from Washington, 
D. C., a few weeks ago. She is a young 
woman of. unusual physical strength, and 
to this she largely owes her escape from 
the brute after his cowardly attack. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the officers 
who had followed his trail for some dis- 
tance were forced to abandon it, as it ran 
into West Peachtree street, and the dogs 
could not follow it on the belgian block. 
They returned to the city, but will take 
up the search tagain today.

Many of those who heard the argument

@ short time, and that the verdict-would 
be acquitted. The young man on tria] for 
his life entertained the strongest belief 
that he would be cleared, and after ‘the 
jury had retired he sat in the court room, 
his wife at his side, and talked pjeasantly 
with a number of friends who gathered 
around him. 

Asked for Acquittal. 

Attorney Reuben Arnold, @.; one of 
the counsel for Biggers, in the closing 
speech of the trial, called upon the jury 
to give his client freedom. He said he 
was contending for no other verdict and 
would not be satisfied with any other. 

‘That young mani is guilty of no crime,” 
he exclaimed in impassioned tones. ‘‘True, 
he took Another’s life, but he did it to 
save his own. It is purely a case of 
self-defense, and if you convict Biggers 
you .turn -loose every slimy slanderer’s 
tongue in Atlanta to blacken the fair 
names of our wives and daughters, while 
you bind the hands of those who would 
protect the reputations of our “women.” 

Mr.. Arnold spoke -for hearly, two hours, 
and when he concluded he was congratu- 
lated and complimented by a number of 
people who crowded around him ‘in the 
hall just outside the court room. He 
made a strong and eloquent plea for his 
cHent and endeavored to checkmate the 
state at every point. 

Solicitor General C. D. Hill made one 
of his usually brilliant speeches and ridi- 
culed the idea that the shodting of Simp- 
son by Biggers was in self-defense. . 

. Attorney R. B. Blackburn, for the de- 
fense, and Attorney Alex. Stephens, for 
the. prosecution, made forceful arguments 
bringing otrt the details of the evidence. 

Mrs. Biggers in Tears. 

While Mr. “Arnold was speaking Mrs. 
Biggers, wife of the prisoner, sat outsidé 
the court railing, her handkerchief to her 
eyes. That she was greatly imptéssed by 
what was going On was very evident. 
H. I. Sterne, Biggers’ brother’ in law, who 
was jointly indicted with him for the 
killing of. Simpson, occupied a seat at 
the door leading to the prisoners’ room, 
that he might hear the speeches. He is 
a victim of consumption and cohid only 
sit in a reclining position. The court room 
was crowded to suffocation all day long. 

Mr. Blackburn spoke first. He was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Stephens, then Mr. Hil!

22.~¢Special:j—May 
Yohe today recovered the missing jewets 
pawned —hy Captain Putnam Bradlee 
Strong, the complaint against Captain 
Strong at police headquarters was with- 
drawn by. Miss Yoke, and, so far ag tlie 
public can perceive, the affair is ended 
for the time being.. Miss Yohe will short- 
ly start for Japan, and will not revisit 
America again soon> . .. 

That Mrs. W. L. Strong furnished the. 
money with which to redeem ose age 
of May Yohe was practically conced 
all those interested. The action of May 
Yohe in making a charge of grand lar- 
ceny against Strong and setting in oper- 
ation the machinery of the entire police’ 
force of New York to secure his arrést 
was more than the sorely tried and af- 
fected mother could bear, and those who 
represented her were instructed to make 
any reasonable concession that would tend 
to a withdrawal of the charge and a 
discontinuance of the proceedings against 
the son of the late mayor. | 

The money with which the jewels were 
redeeemed was paid from the small prf? 
vate fortune of Mrs. Strong, according 
to the statements of personal friends, and 
Miss Yohe is now no worse off than when 
she met Captain Strong, so far as her 
jewels are concerned. 

The pathetic part of the history of the 
Strong-Yehe case today was only that 
which concerned Mrs. Strong. She was 
said to have shown a little improvement 
today through her hope of a successful 
termination of the negotiation® which 
were to free her son from 4he danger of 
arrest.

FIVE HE SAVES, 


Fought by Capt Calder 


Dives Into Cabin of Submerged Boat 
and Rescues*Five Persons from 
Drowning—His Aged Mother 
and Daughter He Could 
Not Save. 


Savannah, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—The 
heroism of Captain A. N. Calder saved 
five persons from death by drowning 
this afternoon. Two it could not save, 
though he made desperate efforts. He 
was fighting for the lives of his mother 
and his daughte?, his father, his wife and 
sons. The dead are Mrs. Stepfien A. 
Calder, aged 70 years, and Olga Calder, 
18 months old. Mrs. Calder was Captain 
Calder’s mother and Olga was his daugh- 
ter. 

The sloop Lovell Nell was at Hell Gate, 
at the mouth of the Ogeechee river, when 
'she was struck by a eudden and violent 
squall, which capsized far. Nearly all 
aboard the boat were in the cabin at tht 
time of the accident: There were seven 
cooped in this narrow space. 

Captain Calder was on deck and real- 
ized that desperate effort was needed fo 
effect their -rescue. He dived into the 
water, swam beneath the surface, en- 
tered the door of the cabin, felt about 
and gained a hold upon one of its strug- 
gling occupants, whom he brought to the 
surface. This proved to be hig mother. 
She was dead from heart failure. He 
laid-her upon the upturned side of the 
sloop, and again dived. This time he 
came up with his aged father. Five 
times more he dived, each time bringing 
up one of those from the water-filled 
cabin. ; 

His last dive was made when he found 
that all s#ve one of the occupants o? the 
cabin, dead or alive, had been brought 
forth. This, missing one was his little 
daughter, Diga. He remained longer. be- 
neath the surface looking for the body. 
Time and time again he made the at- 
tempt.. Then he. realized. that further 
effort was hopeless and gave up the 
search. He secured a dory, which: was 
made fast to the sloop by a painter, and 
im this the. rescued were placed. Negroes 
came to their assistance in a boat, and 
they were taken to. Thunderbolt, where 
Captain Calder lives. His father and 
mother lived at Sunbury. 


Atkinson 4 McLaurin’s Place.

_ Greenville, Miss., July 22.—With courses 
on his lips, with eyes bloodshot and with 
the expressed wish that the people of 
Greenville perish in the fires of hell, Agh- 
Cocke” died here today. With him, 
Tom Lauderdale also met

but silently, 
his end. 

Both were hanged from the same gal- 
lows, and the*swing of a double trap 
sent both to their doom. The fatal trig- 
ger was snapped at 11:27 this morning. At 
11:41 Cocke was pronounced dead. At 1143 
the pulse of Lauderdale ceased tto beat. 
Both bodies were cut down ten minutes 
later and turned over to their respective 
families. 

The murder of Wray had been avenged 
and twa white men, Cocke, representing 
one of the most important families in the 
state, and Lauderdale have answered with 
their lives. 

COCKE DIED BOASTING 
HE WOULD BE IN HELL 

Cocke died boasting that he would be 
in hell within a few minutes and damn- 
ing everything and everybody... He satd 
that those who had planned his murder 
would meet,their end, and that $11,000 had 
been deposited in bank, $1,000 of. which. 
would be paid for the death of each of the 
eleven men who prosecuted him. 

The execution today was absolutely 
quiet. Over 6,000 people saw the men 
mount the scaffoki. Just one common 
swept over the throng as the 
trap dropped and ‘ide wifd course of 
Cocke reeked out into the open air.

Secretary Tells Soldiers What Con- 
Gress, Has Done for Them. 


‘SCHOOLS TO BE REOPENED 


He Urges the Officers To Take Ad- 
vantage of the Provisions Made 
- and Promote. the Prepara- 
, tion of United States 
Against Wars. 


Washington, July 22.—Secretary Root 
before leaving Washington today issued 
the following: 

“With the reduction of the Philippine 
forcé and the withdrawaj from Cuba, the 
army is called upon tto resume its most 
important .work in time of peace—the 
work of perfecting itself in military eci- 
ence and skill and of promoting the 
preparation of the United States against 
future wars. I wish to call your atiten- 
tion to the conditions which now require 
special effort and zeal on your part in the 
performance of this duty. 

“Since the declaration of war with Spain 
in April, 1898, there hawe been appointed 
in the Mne of army 1,642 Meutenants, in 
addition to 276 appointed from the mili- 
tary academy. Of these 616 were appoint- 
ed from officers of volunteérg under the 
act of February 2, 1901; 414 were appoint- 
ed from the enlisted men of the regular 
and volunteer armies, and 612 were ap- 
pointed from clyil life. 

“The abandonment of military schools 
for commissioned officers which followed 
the employment of the entire army in ac- 
uve military operations, has left these 
1,542 new lieutenants substantially without 
any means of acquiring a systematic mil- 
itary education. While many of the for- 
‘Mer officers ‘of volunteers have acquired 
‘the most ‘valuable experience by active 
service in the field; yet # is of great im- 
‘portance to them, as well as to the un- 
trained appointees from civil life and from 
the ranks, that ithey shall have an opport- 
tunity for broad and thorough training, 
doth practicaAd and theoretical, amder the 
competent masters in the’art of war, 
whom our army ts able to supply. 

' “Congress has now, with wise libérality, 
made provision for the reopening of the 
army schools, has given its sanction to 
the general system of military educa- 
tion embodied in the general order of 
November 27 lagt, including the enlarge- 
mettt and devélopment of the Fort Leav- 
énworth school into a general] service and 
staff college, the establishment of the 
war college at Washington; with suita- 
ble buildings, and the rébuilding of the 
enginéer school, and has made ample ap- 
propriations for these purposes; 

‘“Bvery effort will be nade by the war 
college board, which has general super- 
vision and charge of the whole system, to 
bring its advantages to the new officers of 
the army as speedily as possible and tto 
organize officers’ schools at all the cons#id- 
erable posts without delay. I ask the 
hearty and effective cooperation with 


}them on the part of every officer in the 


army. There are 1,452 graduates of the 
military academy now holding commis- 
sions. They especially have an opportu- 
nity to demonstrate their loyalty to the 
principles of that institution by helping to 
diffuse throughout the service the bene- 
fits which have come to them from their 
four years of hard study. 

“The newly appointed officers should re- 
alize that there is much to be learned, and 
that the way to qualify themselves for 
the high and tndependent command for 
which they should all hope is by con- 
stant Intellectua, exercise and”*by sys 
tematic study of the reasong of military 
action and the materials and conditions 
and difficuities with which munary com- 
manders have to deal. 

Careful attention to the instruction of 
the newly appointed officers is enjoined 
all régimental, troop, battery and com- 
pany commanders.

Mrs. Treadwell thought the remark was 
made without any reference to Mrs. Lati- 


mer herself. . 

William H. Tuthill was called. He-said 
he read that Latimer, when in the hos- 
pital, asked if he, Tuthill, was being 
watched. He denied that a meeting be- 
tween himself and Mrs. Latimer on 
Twenty-third street, New York, was. pre- 
arranged. The matter was arranged and 
he and Lattimer continued friends. On 
the night of the shooting he went to the 
Clarendon hotel, called on @ young wo- 
man friend and then he went home, ar- 
riving there at 11:15. Later a patrol wag- 
on was sent for him by Mrs. Latimer and 
he went to her home and did what he 
could for her. He said he could not ac- 
count for Latimer’s question, “Is Tuthill 
being watched?’ He stayed at the Lati- 
mer home two nights after the shooting, 
because none of Latimer’s brothers was 
able to remain there, 

Hannah Larsen, a servant in the Tut- 
hill home, corroborated Tutlifll’s state- 
ment that he arrived at his home at 
11:15. 

Mrs. A. C. Latimer, the widow, was re- 
called and asked to describe the man she 
said shot her hu#band. She said the in- 
truder wore a mask so that she could not 
see his face, therefore she did not know 
the color of his eyes, nor whether he had 
a moustache. He was of medium height.

Latimer’s will was probated today. It 
disposed of property worth $19,500. With 
the will was filed a ¢odicil written on a 
prescription blank while Latimer lay on 
his death béd in St. Marys hospital.

PRELATE LEDOCHOWSKI 
SUMMONED FROM EARTH 


Prefect of Congregation of Propaganda Succumbs to 
_ Paralytic Stroke-=-Created Cardinal by Pius 
IX--Satolli Mentioned as Successor.

Rome, July 22.—Cardinal WLedochowskl, 
prefect of the congregation of the propa- 
ganda of the Roman church, died this 
morning. He was born at Gork October 
29, 1822. He was the descendant of an Iil- 
lustrious Polish family. 

Cardinal Ledochowski was out driving 
@s usual yesterday eorning. When his 
valet entered his room at 9 o'clock this 
morning the cardinal had a sudden para- 
lytic stroke and succumbed. 

It is thought that Cardinal Vannutelll, 
bishop of Palestine and arch priest of the 
Liberian basilica, will be appointed pre- 
fect of the congregation of the propa- 
ganda in succession to Cardinal Ledo- 
chowski. 

The pope, on learning of Cardinal Ledo- 
chowski's death, was greatly distressed 
and exclaimed: 

“A valiant fighter for the church and 
religion has gone. His memory be 
blessed.”’

The pontiff then knelt and prayed for 
the repose of the cardinal’s spirit. 

With Cardinal Ledochowski’s death 
Cardinals San Stefano and Parocchi are 
the only surviving cardinals created by 
Pope Pius IX. 3 

Tonight the candidates for the post 
made vacant by the death of Cardinal 
Ledochowski are equal in number to the 
hours which have elapsed since the cardi- 
nal’s decease. 
Vannutelli, Cardinal Francis Satolli, for- 
merly apostolic delegate to the United 


States, is prominently mentioned as 4a | 


candidate for the prefecture of the con- 
gregation of the propaganda. He is re- 
puted to be a special protege of the pon- 
tiff, whose power of appointment is abso- 
lute, 
tolli’s thorough knowledge of American 
affairs peculiarly fits him for the pre- 
fecture, the United States being the most 
important country with which the propa- 
eanda has to deal. 
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RELIGIOUS RIOTS MAKING 


PEOPLE OF PARIS TREMBLE 


Paris, July 22.—Riotous scenes followed 
the distribution of prizes at a school be- 
longing to an unauthorized congregation 
in the Avenue Parmentia here today. 
Violent speeches were made denouncing 
the government’s action in closing the es- 
tablishments of unauthorized congrega- 
tions and fighting ensued, the crowds 
breaking through the cordon of police 
and shouting: 

‘Viva ia liberte!” Francis Coppee, the 
author and poet, who was the chief 
speaker; Deputy Lérolle, Gaston Merry 
and the Abbe Partural were arrested. 

Mm, Coppee, Lerolle and Merry were 
later released. Comte Urbain de Maille, 
who was among those taken into cus- 
tody, was held for examination. 

Further disturbances and some arrests 
have occurred in other places, 


The determined firmness with which 
the government is carrying out the law 
against unauthorizeq congreyations is 
lashing the clericals to fury, which cul- 
minated in today’s disorderly demonstra- 
tions tn Parts. Sirmilar, though less vio- 
lent scenes, accompanied the closing of 
the schoois and the departure of the 
teachers at other places. As 2 matter 
of fact, however, the clericals are mani- 
festly in a hopeless minority throughout 
the country. 

The government is certainly applying 
the law with ali possible moderation and 
with the country behind it will, it is be- 
lieved, accomplish the task undertaken 
before parliament reassembles. The cler- 
ical movement is not likely to lead to any 
practical resuit or cause serious disturb- 
ance of public order.

London, July 22.—The Cunard ‘line steam- 
er Saxona, sailing from Liverpool for Bos- 
ton today, has a wireless telegram from 
Clarence H. Mackay, son of the late John 
W. Mackay, who sailed from New York 
Saturday, July 19, on the Campana, of 
the same line. The Saxonia hopes to com- 
municate with the Campania tomorrow or 
Thursday. 

The remains of Mr. Mackay have been 
embalmed and placed in a metallic coffin, 
which is now resting in the music room 
of the Mackay residence, surrounded by 
flowers which have been sent in great 
profusion. Cards, letters and telegrams 
from many distinguished persons from 
all parts of the world continue to arrive 
in great numbers.

GRIP OFTRUSTS 
TO BE BROKEN 


Russia is Determined To En- 
gage Powers in Fight 
With Combines. 


SUGAR AND COMBINES 
CONSIDERED TOGETHER 


Text of Finance Minister Witte’s 
Note to the Powers—Russia and 
the United States Are Likely. 

To Settle the Tariff 
Dispute. 


St. Petersburg, July 22.—American 
business men in Russ are dis- 
posed to take a hopeful view of the Russ6o- 
American tariff dispute, now that Finance 
Minister Witte has announced to the sig- 
natory powers of the Brussels sugar con- 
vention that Russia intends to oppose the 
application of this convention ag unfa- 
vorable to Russian interests. Tf Russia 
intends to persist in an absurd position 
they are pleased with the prospect of 
the conflict being extended tto other coun- 
tries. 

In the closing passage of the note to 
the powers M. Witte persists in his con- 
junction of the sugar premium and the 
trust questions. Perhaps, anticipating that 
the Russian government wil later pro- 
ceed to the control of nationalization of 
other branches of industries—say tobacco 
—he lays down the following as Russia's 
policy: 

“Even if it were proven that an fnter- 
vention of this kind (referring to the sug- 
ar regulations) on the part of the gov- 
ernment in the conditions of an industry 
is injurious to tne initerests of itnterna- 
tional commerce, or even that such.a pro- 
tection of domestic market prices inter- 
feres with the free course of international 
competition, the Russian government 
would willingly take part, with other pow- 
ers, in a discussion of measures to pafra- 
lyze the divers means of influencing the 
international market. flowever, it would 
not be disposed toward an entenite on this 
point unless the question were posed in 
its widest sense; that is to say, unless 
not only the results of direct governmental 
measures, such as the establishment of 
premiums and the regulation of produc- 
tion, but also the importance of various 
syndicates which are tolerated or protect- 
ed by the various governments entered in- 
to the discussion, and unless the conven- 
tion had for its object not only sugar, but 
also other products of importance in the 
contemporary international market. 

“In taking this position the imperial 
government hopes that the foreign gov- 
ernments will not refuse to find in the 
policy here outlined its entire willing- 
ness to take part in every collective ac- 
tion of the powers which would aim to 
protecf the international prices of sugar 
and other forms of merchandise against 
artificial depression.”’ 
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WARM POLITICS IN HAWAII. 


Opponents of Wilcox Bolt the Home 
Rule Convention. 

Honolulu, July 15, via San Francisco, 
July 22.—(Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The territorial convention 
of the home rule republican party here 
ended in a split between the two factions 
and Prince Cupid, with about forty other 
delegates, bolted from the convention to 
form a new party in opposition to Dele- 
gate Robert W. Wilcox. 

Delegate Wilcox and Kalaukoalani have 
both stated that they can do without the 
element represented by the prince and 
that Wilcox will be elected to congress 
again, but it is generally thought that 
the division in the home rule party is a 
serious one, and republican papers pre- 
dict that it will end in the defeat of Wil- 
cox in the coming election. 

After the bolt of the dissatisfied ones the 
regular convention nominated Wilcox as 
delegate to congress and adjourned.

The 
Machias has a detachment of marines on 
board, and these, together with the sail- 
ors themselves, stand ready tto make up 
a landing party In case it is needed at 
Cape Haltien. The Marietta also has a 
small marine guard aboard, which can 
serve the same purpoge, if necessary. at 
Colon. Cape Haitien is about 1,000 miles 
from Colon, and the Machias probably 
will not arrive there until next Monday, 
as a strong wind ait this season of the 
vear blows directly down her course, mak- 
ing progress slow. 

Situation in Venezuela.

nesses for the purpose of giving testimony 
in rebuttal to the statement made by 
Biggers on the stand Monday afternoon. 

Mrs. Simpson, widow of the man killed, 
was first called to the stand. She said 
she had never heard her husband curse, 
and that he was not in the habit of carry- 
ing firearms. She identified one of the 
pistols as havgéng belonged to her hus- 
band, and admitted that on the day of 
the shooting she advised him to take the 
revolver, ‘‘as he might have trouble.’’ 
The clothing worn by the mail carrier 
when he met death was exhibited, and 
the wife identified the various articles. 
When the blood-stained garments were 
shown her she burst into tears, and, her 
answers to questions put by the solicitor 
general were barely audible. 

Undertaker Hillburn said when he ex- 
amined the body of the mail carrier the 
wounds had been dressed. He found five 
wounds, one on the right. collar bone, 
two in the fleshy part of the right arm, 
one in the right temple and one in the le: . 
side. The wound on the collar bone, he 
said, was a burn produced by a bullet. 
He also identified Simpson's clothing. 


He Put Out Fire. 


The next witness was Henry Dethl, a 
boy 12 years of age, who said he was in 
his yard when he heard tne first shot. 
He ran down the street to a hill over- 
looking the scene of the killing and view- 
ed the fight from a distance of about one- 
half a block. He said he saw Biggers 
shoot Simpson while the mail carrier was 
on the ground. He thought Biggers shot 
four times, and then turned and walked 
away in the direction of town. Deciding 
that there was then no danger, the wit- 
ness, so he testified, ran down to where 
Simpson lay in the road. 

The ‘boy declared when he arrived 
Simpson's coat was on fire and he ex'tin- 
guished it. He reached the spot about 
the same time that Mrs. Leatherman did. 
He admitted he knew Simpson, but was 
not acquainted with either Biggers or 
Sterne. On ‘the cross-examination young 
Deihl said he had talked about the case 
to a number of people, but denied that 
he was telling other than just what the 
had seen. 

Mr. Arnold made severa] efforts to show 
that the witness had contradicted his 
own testimony delivered bef&’e the coro- 
ner’s jury early in June. 

Robert Carpenter, of 194 Rawson street, 
who said he had worked with Biggers, 
was put on the stand to tell of threats 
that the young man had made against 
Simpson to him. He said Biggers had told 
him on several occasions that the mail 
carrier had been guilty of circulating dam- 
aging statements regarding Mrs. Biggers, 
and he intended seeing Simpson to put a 
stop to the rumors. Mr. Hill wanted to 
know if Biggers had ever itold the wit- 
ness that he would kill the letter carrier,

Said He Was Entrapped. 

The solicitor genera] then claimed that 
he had been entrapped into introducing 
Carpenter. He said the witness had made 
certain statements to Attorney Stephens, 
associate counsel for the prosecution, and 
he wanted to bring out the evidence.

One of the agreements of said contract 
fig that if Bacon shall turn over his road 
to the Metropolitan, the Metropolitan 
Shall accept the same and shall issue to 
Bacon stock of Metropolitan to an 
@mount which shall bear the same pro- 
portion to the entire stock of the Metro- 
politan that the portion of Bacon’s road 
shall bear in length to the entire length 
of the Metropolitan. The same conditicns 
exist as to the bonds of the road. 

The existence of the contract only be- 
came publicly known tonight and caused 
Sreat surprise. It may result in includ- 
‘ing the Bacon road in the consolidation 
to his advantage or lead to legal compll- 
cations.

The case 
occupied the entire afternoon, going to 
the jury about 6 o’clock, 

Cut in Two by Buzz Saw.

Lumber Company at Heartsease, 
on the Atlantic Coast Line, was killed 
yesterday afternoon. Williams was an 
expert mill hand, and through overcon- 
fidence became careless.

CAUSES SUICIDE 


While Case Is Being Tried John 
Mcthee Kills Himself 


Life Passed Away in Cellin Floyd 
County Jail — Discovered Too 
Late by Cell Mate—Sec- 
ond Attempt. 


Rome, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—While 
locked in a cell in the Floyd county jail 
to await the verdict of a jury, John B. 
McGhee, charged with murder, committed 
suicide last night. 

The weapon used was a steel spring 
which he had taken from one of his shoes. 
With this he had cut a deep giash about 
8 inches long and more than an inch deep 
in his throat, from which he bled to death. 

The case against McGhee was called in 
the Floyd county superior court Monday 
morning and would probably have been 
completed today but for the tragedy, 
which ended the proceedings. When taken 
to his cell last night there was nothing 
in his conduct to indicate that he would 
shortly end his life with his own hand. 

Aboyt 2 o’clock this morning MecGhee's 
cellmate, Charlie Hill, was awakened by 
groans and ithe sound of a struggle. Upon 
investigation he found McGhee laying on 
the floor of the cell, covered with blood 
and gasping for the breath of life. He 
aroused the authorities as soon as possi- 
ble, but the prisoner was dead béfore as- 
sistance could reach him. 

Was Determined To Die. 

Just above the collar bone and about 
half. way between the neck and right 
shoulder MeGhee had cut, torn tnd 
gouged until the rapid flow of his blood 
had weakened him so he could do no 
more. 

The body of the prisoner was taken to 
an undertaking establishment, where Cor- 
orner Suddith held an inquest. The jailer, 
deputies and his cellmate were questioned, 
and a clear case of suicide was the ver- 
dict. The coroner who held the inquest 
was a member of the jury which had 
been deliberating on the case. 

The body was turned over to relatives 
for interment this morning. 

McGhee had once before attempted to 
commit suicide, and after recovery de- 
clared he would never l{ve to stand trial 
for murder. In January last he attempted 
to kill himself by dashing his head against 
the iron grating of his cell, and but for 
the timely interference of the jailer he 
would have succeeded. He went to the 
work with a determination that dame near 
being successful. His head was lacerated 
and for some time;yit was thought he 
had sustained a fraeture of the skull 
whi¢éh would end ‘Hi’ existence, but he 
finally recovered. 

He Killed F; In Miller. 

McGhee and 'F.. L. Miller engaged in @ 
difficulty last November near Cave 
Spring. Miller was «accused of shooting 
at McGhee’s children while hunting. Mu- 
tual friends had separated the men, and it 
was thought the trouble was ended as 
they had shaken hands, but when Miller 
turned to get in his buggy McGhee quick- 
ly drew his pistol and fired, the ball tak- 
ing effect in Miller’s side, killing him in- 
stantly, McGhee escaped, but was cap- 
tured two days later and placed in jal) 
on a charge of murder. 

Miller was a prosperous farmer, @ con- 
federate veteran and had married Mc- 
Ghee’s aunt.

Withhold Clemency. 

Guthrie, Okla., July~22.—Governor Fer- 
guson was forced tonight to withhold 
his decision on a request for the commu- 
tation of the sentence of death imposed 
on Cephus Bruner, a half-blood Seminole 
Indian negro boy aged 14, convicted of 
murdering a white boy, Martin West, 
near Violet Springs, Okla., on December 
24 last. 

Today the governor was notified that 
after the sentence was commuted there 
was great danger of a mob taking Bru- 
ner from the Tecumseh jai] and lynching 
him, and if not commuted that a party 
of Bruner’s friends are ready to cross 
the Seminole line into Oklahoma and lib- 
erate him. 

The governor sent a sealed verdict to 
the Potawatomie sheriff and Bruner 
will be removed before either party can 
reach him. The general opinion is that 
the sentence has been commuted. After 
the murder of West a mob, failing to find 
young Bruner, lynched his younger 
brother in the Seminole nation.

With the exception of Thomas Cockrell, 
now in jail for the murder of Benjamin 
Hargis, the eldest in the family is Mc- 
Kinley Cockrell, aged 19, and too young 
to be made a leader in a contest as is: ex- 
pected. The funeral témorrow will take 
place from the Cockrell farm near Jack- 
son. McKinley Cockrell said tonight that 
he would leave as soon as the burial of 
his brother was over, and very many 
others are leaving town. 


WAS EARTHQUAKE THE CAUSEP 


Water at Mouth of Mississippi Only 
25 Fathoms Deep. : 

New Orleans, July 22.—Lieutenant Fos- 
ter, in charge of the New Orleans branch 
of the United States hydrographic office, 
reported to Washington that a recent 
survey of the gulf of Mexico near the 
mouth of the Mississippi river shows onlv 
25 fathoms of water where there were 60 
fathoms at the time of the previous sur- 
vey. Lieutenant Foster is puzzled over 
the phenomenon. 

Many believe that it was caused by vol- 
canic upheavals, the result of the recent 
earthquakes in the West Indies, while 
others think it is caused by a deposit of 
silt from the Mississippi river. As a re- 
sult of this the government will order a 
resurvey of the entire gulf of Mexico. 


FOR THE CONSCIENCE FUND. 


Twenty-Dollar Gold Certificate Sent 


in Sections. 


Washington, July 22.—One of the most 
unusual contributions to the conscience 
fund ever chronicled in the history of the 
treasury department was received today. 

Some possessor of an uneasy conscience 
sent to the department a twenty dollar 
gold certificate in sections. One part was 
maileq to the collector of customs in 
New York and the other from Jersey 
City to the treasury department. Accom- 
panying this part of the bill was a letter 
signed ‘“Conscientia.” 

When both pieces of the bill were re- 
ceived they were exchanged for a new 
twenty dollar bill, which has been placed 
in the “‘conscience fund.’’

SED AS DECOY 


William DeLap Shot and Robbed 
Near La Follett 


Answered Odd Fellows’ Signal and 
Was Set Upon by Highway- 
men—Order Offers Reward. 

One Arrest and Three 
Suspects. 


LaFollette, Tenn., July 22.—(Spectal.)— 
William DeLap, one of the best known 
and most highly esteemed young men 
of this town, was decoyed inito the woods 
on the outskirts of this town late Sunday 
night and was shot and robbed of about 
$1,100 and a gold watch. The wound re- 
ceived, in his right shoulder, is not neces- 
sarily fatal, and it is expected that he 
will recover. 


Mr. Delap was driving .from Jacks- 
boro to LaFollette. When he was about 
to enter tthe city limits he heard a man 
behind him whistle. He paid no attention 
to the call and rode a short distance, 
when he heard, from a thick woodland, 
the distress hall of the Odd Fellows. He 
states that he immediately jumped from 
his horse and ran in the direction from 
which the call had come. He found three 
men in the woods a short distance from 
the road. One addressed him, saying: 

“Ts that you, Will?” 

He replied in the affirmative, where- 
upon one of the trio salu: 

“Well, we have got you just where we 
want you.” 

This remark was followed by a pistol 
shot and DeLap was wounded in the right 
shoulder. He stated he begged the men 
not to kill him and to let him go. His 
pockets were searched and he was reliev- 
ed of $1,100 in cash and a gold watch 
and some papers. 

DeLap was finally able to come to town 
and went to a physician, to whom he re- 
lated his experience. The woun- was 
dressed and the matter was reported to 
loca] officers, who at once began work 
upon the case. A message was sent to 
Knoxville for bloodhounds, and they ar- 
rived this afternoon. 

William Dewap is the republican candi- 
date for circuit court clerk of Campbell 
county. He is @ well known and popu- 
lar young man. He was until recently 
at the head of the supply department 
of the LaFollette Coal, Iron and Rail- 
road Company, having resigned that posi- 
tlon to enter the race for circuit court 
clerk, 

An unknown party was arrested at Clin- 
ton this afternoon. Three others are sus- 
pected, bloodhounds having led to their 
houses, 

The Odd Fellows’ lodge at LaFollette has 
offered a reward forthe arrest and con- 
viction of DeLap’s assailants. 


CATHOLICS RAPPED 
BY AN ARCHBISHOP

to American sovereignty serious compli- 
cations were sure to arise in religious 
matters, as they did in social and civil 
matters, was naturally to be expected; 
as it was also to be expected that time 
would be required to regulate things 
properly, and that, meanwhile, suffering 
in one form or another was to come to 
interests most sacred and vital. Patience, 
then, should have been had, no haste 
should there have been to lay blame upon 
the government, which was doing its best 
to bring order out of chaos, and above all 
no charges should have been made 
against the intentions of the government, 
Rankest Rashness. 

“It was rankest rashness and rankest 
injustice to intimate that the government 
intended to proselyte in the Philippines, 
or to do aught to detach the inhabitants 
from the Catholic faith. To know in the 
slightest degree Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Root 
or Mr. Taft is to be certain that nothing 
of the kind could have been thought of, 
or could have been tolerated. Never did 
there reside in the white house a man 
more fair-minded and impartial in reli- 
gious matters, more resolute to give all 
classes of citizens the religious rights 
granted them by the constitution, and to 
protect them in those rights, than The- 
odore Roosevelt. During his adminisira- 
tion it is unqualifiedly absurd to imagine 
that governmental acts could be such as 
to deny or impair the religious rights of 
any people, or tribe, over whom floats 
the? American flag. As to Mr. Taft, I 
quote from a letter which I received but 
yesterday from a Catholic priest living 
in the archiepiscopal palace in Manila, 
Rev. W. D. McEinnon: 

‘“‘T can assure you nothing could be 
more unjust than the criticisms of Judge 
Taft appearing in some Catholic papers. 
Governor Taft has not a particle of big- 
otry in his make-up. In all his acts here 
I defy any one to say he has shown him- 
self prejudiced in the ieast.’ 

‘‘All this does not mean that here and 
there individuals connected in one way 
or another with the government of the 
islands did not say or do things unfair 
to Catholics; what I wish to emphasize 
is that such individuals, so far as men 
of the kind may have been found, did 
not in what they were saying or doing 
represent the government, and that if 
their wrongdoing had been duly report- 
ed to the government it would have been 
summarily reproved. What = stronger 
proof of fair-mindednesgs in the settle- 
ment of the religious question of the 
Philippines could the administration have 
given than to respond gractously to the 
wishes of the vatican, that a messenger 
from the American government should 
go to Rome to discuss matters directly 
with the pone and his advisers? Amer- 
ican Catholics should be forever most 
grateful to Mr. Roosevelt for his noble 
action in this regard, and should see in 
it the assurance that, whatever may be 
done in the Philippines, a spirit of high- 
mindedness and justice is sure to be the 
dominant inspiration. Other governments 
would have gone to work in their own 
way, without a word being said to the 
head of the church or a counsel asked 
from him. 

Religious Orders in Philippines.

Sparta, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—The 
fruit farms of Hancock county are now 
the centers of activity. Gathering, pack- 
ing and shipping Elbertas will engage 
the growers until near the middle of Au- 
gust. After that date some of our wide- 
awake farmers will have peaches of a 
later growth ready for shipment. 

The fruit industry increases yearly in 
this county, and while this year’s crop 
is not so abundant, the superiority in size 
and quality of the peaches will command 
better prices than that of last year. 

W. N. Coleman, of Northen, is proba- 
bly the leading peach grower of ‘he 
county, having 225 acres in bearing and 
planting new orchards every year. Wil- 
liam Stevens, of Mayfield, the Berckman 
brothers, of Mayfield, and Dr. Rhodes, of 
Jewels, also have large areas in peaches 
and other fruits, from which they realize 
handsome incomes. 

Among the enterprising citizens of our 
town who are making fruit farming a 
success are Frank White and son, C. S. 
Carey, W. P. Beman and E. H. Berry. 
Mr. Cary will ship seven cars of peaches 


this year, one car in excess of last year's 


crop, on account of a young orchard bear- 
ing. White & Son will also ship about the 
same number of cars as last year. Be- 
man & Berry are having marked success 
in cultivating the Botan plum in addi- 
tion to peaches. James Gardener, of Au- 
gusta, also has a fine fruit farm about 8 
miles west of Sparta. He is now person- 
ally supervising the packing and shipping 
of his crop. 

Representatives of several nortnern and 
eastern commission houses were here last 
week looking after the shipment of Elber- 
tas. They succeeded in purchasing the 
crops of some growers at 9) cents a crate 
delivered at the depot. 

Recent rains have been unusually par- 
tial. Numbers of farmers report abundant 
rainfalls and a fine harvest assured. Oth- 
ers, notably in the western part of the 
county, are suffering from drought and 
only a small yield of corn is possible.

Child Labor in Southern Mills. 
It is idle to think that the matter of 
factory legislation against child labor 


- can much longer be excluded from the 


southern mills problem. Up to the 
present time the desire of the mill op- 
erators to use the cheapest labor and 
the anxiety of parents to make profita- 
ble use of their otherwise idle children 
have conspired to postpone legislative 
action on the subject. Southern legis- 
lators have been made to believe that 
interference with freedom of contract 
for child labor because of its cheap- 
ness would so increase the cost of op- 
erating cotton mills, for instance, as 
to destroy their profitableness and 
stop the growth of those industries in 
the southern states. 

Recognizing that these subjects will 
be agitated, must be debated, and that 
an aroused public opinion in favor of 
just economics, good morals and hu- 
manity to the weak will force legisla- 
tion at all hazards, it will be the part 
of wisdom for the mijdl managers of 
the south to forestall radical action by 
the people and their representatives. 
There is enough both of morality and 
business sagacity among the mill men 
of the south to present a satisfactory 
solution of the problem—one that will 
abolish the menace of generations of 
stunted, overworked and illiterate fac- 
tory operatives and yet allow the rea- 
sonable employment of those who are 
4t to labor and who need both the 
work and the wages. This can be 
done without imperiling the invest- 
ments or cutting down disastrously 
the profits in the cotton milling indus- 
try of the south. 

Any fair scheme for adjusting this 
question originating with the mill men 


: will be met more than half way and

The fact, however, is that the South 
Carolina senator has been an active 
and anxious candidate for this judge- 
ship.

Certainly the refusal to accept in the 
light of the facts does not better mat- 
ters.

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Trouble in the Tariff. 

Astute republican leaders are repre- 
sented as fearing that there is trouble 
in store for their party on account of 
the rapacity of the protected interests 
and their representatives in congress. 

This feeling is voiced in an interest- 
ing article in a recent Chicago Record- 
Herald, which has attracted attention. 
Mr. William E, Curtis, the well-known 
political correspondent of that news- 
paper, has been talking with some of 
the republican leaders in the east, and 
they make no secret of their fear that 
unless the republican majority in con- 
gress shows a less selfish and a more 
liberal policy in legislating upon the 
tariff question than it did at the last 
session the party may lose in the pres- 
idential election. i 

These men are not blind to condi- 
tions prevailing and they do not hesi- 
tate to express the opinion that there 
is trouble ahead unless there is a rad- 
ical modification of the Dingley tariff 
rates. They regard it among the 
probabilities that a democratic cam- 
paign based on opposition to exorbi- 
tant tariffs and the trusts, and with a 
ticket having the confidence of the 
business elements, can be made victo- 
rious in 1904. They sound a note of 
warning of this probability to their re- 
publican colleagues. 

Unquestionably the hope of democ- 
racy and the hope of the people lies 
in the direction pointed out by these 
republican leaders. The hope of the 
people, because nothing is more Cer- 
tain than that the only possibility for 
revision of the  trust-breeding tariff 
lies in democratic legislation. The 
republican party is held in power by 
the combination of trusts and protect- 
ed monopolies which exist only be- 
cause they have been allowed to make 
the tariffs for their own benefit. The 
talk of revision of the tariff by a re- 
publican congress is the worst kind of 
rot. The death of the Cuban rellef 
bill, which passed the house, was due 
entirely to the fact that it might have 
taken from one of these trusts a small 
portion of its profits. The treatment 
the reciprocity treaties negotiated un- 
der McKinley have received at the 
hands of the republican senate shows 
that the protected interests do not in- 
tend to permit even republican presi- 
dents to tamper with their tariff sched- 
ules. 

The trusts stand on Mark Hanna’s 
platform of “Let well enough alone.” 
They are waxing and growing fat; 
why should anybody desire a change 
in the present tariff? They do not and 
they will never allow the republicans 
to make one. 


The School Age of Children. 

One of the valuable contributions of 
the new psychology is the convincing 
demonstration that there is an educa- 
ble period in the development of the 
child that should be taken into the 
most serious account by the framers 
of educational systems. 

The period is located by various au- 
thorities with practical precision. The 
exact authorities say it begins when 
the child is nine years of age and 
reaches its crescendo at thirteen 
years. The more liberal psycholo- 
gists, allowing for a variation of the 
personal equation, place it between 
the ages of eight and fourteen years. 
It is that period of the normal child 
life when the curiosity is most active 
and the memory most plastic. 

Since primary education deals al- 
most exclusively with these two func- 
tions of the brain by arousing inter- 
ested investigation into the nature 
and reason of things, and in fixing ac- 
curate knowledge of fundamental 
facts for all future uses, this age of 
the child is adjudged to be the period 
of its proper schooling under system 
and in the hands of competent 
teachers. To force any child into sys- 
tematic book studies earlier than the 
age of eight is scientifically held to 
be a psychological sin. 

The most iearned educators of Eu- 
rope and America are rapidly reach- 
ing these same conclusions and argu- 
ing that public school systems should 
be adjusted accordingly. In reply to 
the question, what shall be done for 
the children before the age of eight? 
the answer is found in the kindergar- 
ter exercises and in nature study that 
takes the form of outdoor activity, 
making pleasurable play of the im- 
portant work of giving the child a 
knowledge of the environments and 
instrumentalities of his life. All this 
is valuable preparation, is no waste 
of time or effort, involves no ruin to 
eyesight, no malformation of bodily 
posture and no premature fagging of 
the brain. On the contrary, such 
study and exercise is perfectly nat- 
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Those communities that must econ- 
omize the means availaile for public 
education should seriously study this 
scientific phase of the problem of 
when and how best to instruct their 
youth, getting thé surest and most 
profitable returns in mental equip- 
ment with the greatest economy. 


Juvenile Delinquent Courts. 

Many cities of the country are reap- 
ing most happy results from the crea-. 
tion and operation of juvenile courts 
with probation officers. The practi- 
cal and permanent reformation of 
juvenile delinquents is the chiefest 
gain reported frag the system. Fol- 
lowing that is a great saving to the 
tax-payers by reason of the large re- 
duction of youthful criminals who 
were formerly committed to the jails 
and houses of refuge. 

The juvenile court is run entirely 
apart from the regular police courts, 
wnere adult offenders of all degrees 
are dealt with. The judge is sought 
for in a man of wisdom, kindness and 
experience. The chief end of his of- 
ficial function is to safeguard the 
young delinquents and encourage 
them to right and law-abiding lives. 
His first object in every case is to re- 
form the culprit and to commit him 
to a public institution only as the last 
and inevitable necessity. 

When a youthful offender is arrest- 
ed, either upon complaint or for an 
overt act, the rule is to summon him 
simply to appear at the court at a 
certain time, or, if he has no fixed 
home, to keep him in a_ detention 
Meantime a probation officer 
investigates the antecedents and hab- 
its of the accused, visits his home, 
learns the conditions of his parents, 
his life, whether he goes to school 
and to church, or whether employed 
and by whom. Every fact that can be 
learned and that will inform the judge 
in advance of the kind of youth he is 
to deal with is reported. 

The judge hears the case fully and 
what the youth and his parents may 
offer. If they promise amendment by 
the little prisoner he is released on 
probation, an officer assigned to 
watch over his conduct and he is re- 
quired to report to the officer at reg- 
ular intervals. The reports continue 
for varying periods and the records 
of the courts in Philadelphia, Boston, 
Jersey City and Buffalo show that 
more than 90 per cent of these pro- 
bated juveniles become thoroughly 
reformed, industrious and good citi- 
zens. 

Official figures show that such 
courts save to the public treasury far 
more than they cost and the moral 
gain is simply incalculable. The sys- 
tem commends itself for its humanity 
and its character-forming influences. 
In a city like Atlanta it is possible 
that such a court would have a most 
salutary effect upon the juveniles, 
white and black, who are drifting into 
criminal conduct, and the scheme is 
worthy the study- of those who are 
concerned with local criminology.

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Leaders Fear for Their Party Unless 

Something Is Done. | 
(William E. Curtis, in Chicago Record- 
; % Herald.) 

New York, July 16.—I have met several 
veteran republicans this summer who ap- 
pear to have grave doubts and appre- 
hensions concerning the success of their 
party at the next presidential election, 
unless its majority in congréss shows 2 
less selfish and more liberal policy. The 
action of the republican genators on the 
Cuban reciprocity bill seems to have set 
them thinking, and they declare that if 
the legislative and tariff policy of the 
party is to be determined by that sort of 
men, it will very soon be voted out of 
business—just as soon as the country un- 
derstands the situation. 

According to-the history of the past a 
change in the control of the house of 
representatives is about due, and while 
it wil] be impossible for the democrats 
to secure a majority in the senate for 
several years, yet it is the opinion of the 
wisest politicians I have met this sum- 
mer that they can elect their candidate 
for president in 1904 if they nominate a 
strong, tlean man, and attack the repub- 
licans on the tariff and the trusts. The 
men I refer to believe the republicans 
are approaching a crisis. Perhaps it will 
come at the next session of congress; 
certainly two years from now, at which 
they will: decide their own fate. Many 
of the strongest protectionists in the 
republican ranks are advising a modifi- 
cation of the Dingley tariff schedules, not 
only because of the trusts, but because 
they know that many and perhaps most 
of the protected industries are strong 
enough to stand alone, and that the devel- 
opment of those industries under a pro- 
tective tariff has made protection no 
longer necessary. 

They believe that the high protective 
duties which they have advocated. until 
now have accomplished their purpose and 
have enabled the great industries of the 
country to control the markets of the 
world, but, being no longer needed, they 
should be modified to a reasonable amount 
so as to prevent unreasonable competi- 
tion from foreign manufacturers on the 
one hand, and on the other to remove 
the possibility of their being used to 
keep up prices and secure inordinate prof- 
its in the home market. That opinion was 
expressed today by one of the oldest, 
most active and most influential leaders 
of the high protective wing of the repub- 
lican party. He was one of the organiz- 
ers and officers of the protective tariff 
league, but has recently resigned from 
the board of managers of that organiza- 
tion because he is not longer in sympathy 
with its extreme views, its stubborn oppo- 
sition to al] modification of the tariff and 
to the Cuban reciprocity. bill in congress 
last winter. He has not publicly pro- 
claimed his views, because he wants to 
avoid a controversy and the notoriety 
that would attend it, but many of the 
strongest protectionists in this part of the 
country agree with him. 

The late President McKinley agreed 
with him. Nobody ever doubted his loy- 
alty to the republican party or to tf) 
doctrine of protection, but for several] 
months before his death he talked very 
freely and seriously with his friends in 
congress about the advisability of a,mod- 
ification of the tariff and the importance 
of having it done by the republican party, 
which enacted it, and as the recognized 
friend of manufacturing industries, rather 
than by the democrats, who, fh 1893, by 
their radical course of legislation, threw 
the country into convulsions and would 
undoubtedly repeat that blunder if they 
came into legislative power again. The 
tariff should be revised. by its. friends, 
McKinley argued, and not by its enemies, 
but if it friends did not do something, he 
predicted that its enemies would. 

This modification, President McKinley 
thought, could be accomplished very 
largely by means of reciprocity treaties, 
through which the duties upon certain 
classes of goods could be removed from 
the imports from countries that made 
reciprocal concessions in our favor, in- 
stead of an arbitrary reduction that would 
apply to all nations alike, regardless of 
their treatment of our preducts. His dy- 
ing words to the American people at 
Buffalo, his last public utterances, were 
a plea for the adoption of this method, 
but the committee of ways and means 
and a sufficient minority of the senate 
are opposed to all such liberality, and 
Representative Hopkins, of Llinois, who 
is likely to be elected to the United 
States Senate, will add another anti-reci- 
procity man to that body.

The dim traditions of the past 
show that nations which have arisen, 
ruled and fallen have left upon the his- 
tory of the world only the names of their 
warriors. 

“Carthage has passed away and left 
no trace of its law-givers, its poets or 
its philosophers. Of her great men, only 
the names of Hannibal and of Asdrube!l 
have come down to us in their glory. 

“It was Leonidas and his band at old 
Thermopylae,- and Alexander the Great, 
who made Greece famous. It was Julius 
Caesar who left his impress upon Rome, 
and gave hig name to all future ages as 
the synonym of kingly power. 

“The North American Indians, after 
their parties returned from the warpath, 
held their war dances, and around their 
camp fires told of the deeds of daring 
done by their tribes. 

“So we see that it is universal with 
men, whether civilized or savage, to ad- 
mire those who have distinguished them- 
selves ‘n war. e 

“In following out that impulse of the 
human heart, we have met today to un- 
veil this monument, erected to the mem- 
cry of that distinguished Georgian, who 
fell upon this spot. 

“As president of this association, and 
in behalf of its officers who were chaarged 
with the task of erecting this monument, 
it is my duty to give you a short history 
of what we have done. 

“There can be no question about its 
having been the duty of some one to build 
this monument. For many years it was 
thought that the state of Georgia would 
undertake this work. Finally despairing 
of that, some of us, about the first of 


April, feeling that it wag a shame and 
a disgrace that no memorial shaft was 
placed upon this historic spot, undertook 
the work. Correspondence was begun withy 
that peerless congressman, Cx®nel L F 

Livingston, who has go ably represented! 
this district, with a view of 

whether or not guns could be procured 
for such a purpose from the United States 
government. We were informed that it 
was necessary, under the law, that a, 
monument association should be formed, 
It was done at once, and a charter wag 
applied for, and, chrough the generous 
kindness of the officers of the courts, nai 
charge was made for our charter. It wag 
granted May 23, 1902. This land was gon< 
erously donated to us by a soldier whe 
bad the cause at heart and who. lives 
upon this battle field, Mr. Samuel J. Saye 
ler. The covnty of DeKalb, through its 
officers, graded the site, and the United 
States government gave us these five 
grim looking instruments of destruction, 
which had hurled shot and shell at the

CAREER OF GEN. WALKER 


BY HIS CHIEF OF STAFF 


Augusta, who was General Walk- 

er’s chief of staff at the time the 
latter met his death, delivered the speech 
of acceptance of the Walker monument 
yesterday, following President Julius L. 
Brown. 

Major Cumming opened with a refer- 
ence to the momorial shaft and the occa- 
sion and the hero it commemorates. Re- 
ferring to the federal troops side by side 
with the veterans of the gray he said: 


“The like of this, so far as I know, has 
never.occurred in history, and, as I verily 
believe, could not happen elsewnere than 
in this wonderful country, which tne 
greatest war in history couid not rend in 
twain,”’ 

die then gave a brief sketch of General 
Walker, who was born in Richmond 
county, Georgia, November 26, 1816, spoke 
of him at West Point, where he graduated 
from the military academy in 1837, and 
his participation in the Mexican war in 
which he was seriously wounded and had 
to be brought to his home on the Hudson, 
all those thousands of miles by the slow 
means of transportation then in use. 
From those wounds, he said, General 
Walker never entirely recovered, though 
seventeen years of life remained to him. 
General Walker was commandant of the 
corps of cadets at West Point, 1854 to 
1856. Whén Georgia seceded he offered 
his services at once to the gréat war 
governor of Georgia, Joseph E. Brown, 

Continuing, Major Cumming said: 

His offer of his services to the confed- 
eracy was met with the tender of a colo- 
neicy. This he considered not commen- 
Surate with his record and reputation as 
a soldier, and it was declined. The con- 
federate government soon tuok the same 
view and tendered him a brigadier gen- 
eralship, which he accepted. He assumed 
command of a brigade composed of Louls- 
iana troops in the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia, and soon brought it to a high state 
of discipline and devotion to him. 


Out of the War a Year. 


In December, 1861, the confederate war 
department, following out a policy of 
brigading together troops from the same 
state and appointing them a brigadier 
also from the same state, took the Loui- 
Siana brigade from General Walker and 
assigned to its command the president’s 
brother in law, General Richard Taylor. 
In an impulse of disappointment and in- 
dignation General Walker resigned his 
commission. At that time Governor 
Brown was organizing for the defense 
of Savannah a division of three brigades 
of excellent troops. The division com- 
mander was already appointed, or doubt- 
less that position would have been offer- 
ed to General Walker. He was given a 
brigade which he accepted. But the pas- 
sage of the conscript act in April, 1862, 
dissolved this division, and he was again 
out of service, and so continued until 
February, 1863. 

Thus a great war raged around him 
without any participation in it by him 
for nearly a year. During this period of 
inaction the battles around Richmond, 
second Manassas, Sharpsburg and Fred- 
ricksburg had been fought by the Army 
of Northern Virginia and Perryville and 
Murfreesboro by the army of Tennessee. 
Those who knew well our hero can im- 
agine how that fiery spirit chafed against 
this inaction. The sound of battle in his 
ears and he pursuing the ways of peace! 
Human nature is radically the same in 
all ages, and doubtless in that modest 
home on the Sand Hills there was a repe- 
tition of the inner: life, the chafing, the 
rage, the restlessness, the unsuccessful 
search for justification of his inaction in 
the real or fancied wrongs of his com- 
mander, which three thousand years be- 
fore were compassed by the tent of 
Achilles, raging against the injustice of 
Agamennon. To our hero it was an in- 
tolerable situation. A war, in which his 
beloved country was in a death grapple, 
and he a soldier by nature, by taste, by 
education and experience taking no part 
therein! Feeble health and a frame snhat- 
tered by the wounds of two wars fur- 
nished to his knightly soul no good 
reason why he shoul4 not be at the front. 
So, repressing his sense of fhe injustice 
done him, he again offered his sword to 
his country. He was immediately re- 
appointed to a _ brigadier generalship. 
This was in February or early March, 
1863. It was at this time that my asso- 
clation with him in military life began. 


Is Mage a Major General. 


His rank of brigadier was of short 
duration. In a féw weeks, on the appli- 
cation of General Joseph E. peneaton. to 
whom he had reported and between whom 
and himself there continued to the last 
the closest friendship, he was promoted 
major general. 

In the Chickamauga campaign he com- 
manded the reserve corps of the army of 
Tennessee. When the gang | of 
Rosecrans deranged Bragg’s pian of bat- 
tle, this corps, intended to be kept in 
reserve, was the first to be attacked in 
an isolated position, and for hours, 
Saturday, September 19, 1863, bore with 
Forrest’s cavalry the-brunt of the flerce 
and: bloody battle, but held its ground 
until reinforcements arrived and the new 
order of battle was inaugurated. On the 
reorganization of the army of Dalton in 
January, 1864, he resumed command of 
his division. 

General Hood in his book, “Advance 
and Retreat,’’ says that Hardee's corps 
was selected for the main attack of that 
day because, among other reasons, after 
the battle of Peachtree creek, on the 
20th. it was fresh and unfatigued. How 
different from this view is my vivid rec- 
ollection of that night march from the 
line of the creek through Atlanta and 
then south to the position where we were 
to reach the left flank and rear of the 
federal army. How many miles of that 
weary march I slept in my saddle! How 
many better men fell out of the ranks 
from mere irresistible sleepiness! One 
incident in the early stages of the march 
I would recall: As we reached General 
Hood’s quarters at the house still stand- 
ing on Peachtree street, General Walker 
dismounted and went in. In a few min- 
utes he returned ful] of-serious enthu-

siasm. He told me, as we rode, thaé 
Hood had earnestly impressed him with 
the conviction that a battle next day 
was necessary to prevent the immediate 
fall of Atlanta, and had rapidly unfolded 
his plan and the arduous nature of the 
undertaking. That was enough to tone 
the noble ‘spirit of our hero up to its 
highest pitch. He was aglow with mare 
tial fire from that moment, and his at« 
tenuated, tireless figure sat his horse 
erect all through that weary night, ang 
his uplifted spirit soared above all suge 
gestion of fatigue or danger. 

I hasten on to what, relatively to thig 
occasion, was the culminating event of 
the day, pausing only on one incident. I 
have spoken of a respectful remon- 
Strance on my part as among the last 
words which passed between us. When 
we had filed out of the road on which 
we had been marching and formed line 
of battle under the orders of the corps 
commander to do so, and to advance in 
line in the direction of the enemy, I ob- 
served a thick and tangled briar patch 
in front of one of our regiments. I called 
General Walker's attention to it and tor 
the difficulty of breaking through it in 
line, and suggested that the regiment 
should pass this obstacle in the move- 
ment “by right of companies to the 
front.”” He approved this suggestion. 
Any other commander of his rank vould 
have {ken the discretion to modify the 
ordets which -he had received 
Small particular. But so scrupulous was 
he in his exact obedience of orders that 
he would not make the change without 
the corps command ¢’s approval. 


Hardee’s Harsh Words. 


So he rode up to General Hardee, wha 
Was near by, and began to state the sit- 
uation. Without waiting to hear him 
through General Hardee turned roughly 
and rudely upon him and said loudly in 
the presence of staff officers and order- 
lies: “No, sir! This movement has been 
delayed too long already. Go and obey 
my orders!” Near at hand then was the 
hour when he should fall dead from his 
Saddle; but the bullets that pierced that 

roud and sensitive heart had not for 

t the sting of these bitter words. The 
flery reply rose to. his lips, but was 
checked there, but the fierce glare at 
his commander was not to be repressed. 
He saluted, turned his horse and slowly 
rode back. As we rode he said in tones 
in which passion and self-control con- 
tended: “Major, did you hear tnat?” f 
replied: ‘Yes. General Hardee forgot 
himself.” He answered: “] shall make 
him remember this insult. If I survive 
this battle he shall answer me for it.” 
Our line soon advancing, same order to 
carry or other exigeng, took me for a 
few minutes from his side. When I re- 
turned, he told’ me that a staff officer 
from General Hardee (I think it was 
Lieutenant Colonel Black) had just come 
to him to say that General Hardee ree 
gretted very much his hasty and discourse 
teous language and would have come in 
person to apologize, but that his presence 
was required elsewhere, and that he 
would do so at the first opportunity. I 
said, ‘Now, that makes it al] right.’ But 
being still in great wrath, he said: “No 
it does not. He must answer for this.’ 
Then it was that I ventured to remon- 
Strate with him and to say that the oc- 
casion called for other thoughts. It wag 
enough. At once everything was forgote- 
ten except the requirements of the hour. 
The whole man was once more only the 
patriot soldier and the zealous coms, 
Lor ad wholly devoted to the duty in 


Walker Meets His Death. 


Our advance through the’ wood ‘ 
tinued. So dense was the growth that ti 
was impossible in places for each brigade 
t® see the flank of its neighbor brigade 
and thus to preserve the proper intervals 
and alignment. To meet this difficulty 
he dispatched three of his staff. Captain 
Ross, Captain Troup and myself, one to 
each of the three brigades, keeping with 
him his volunteer aid, Captain Talbot 
and Lieutenant Bass. of his escort. It 
was but a short while after this before 
the battle was fairly begun. While I wag 
conducting to the best of my ability 
Stevens’ brigade. a courler brought me 
the intelligence that Genera] Walker had 
fallen. My immediate duty was to find 
the senior brigadier, General Mercer, and 
report to him. This I did, and from that 
moment the exigencies of the battle, 
which lasted all day and into the night, 
demanded my poor services on the fleld. 
And thus it happened that after my few 
well received words of remonstrance and 
his brief words of command. never again 
did I look upon that martial figure or 
that noble countenance in life or in death. 
Before I left that fleld his body. bearing 
its recent wounds and the scars of two 
other wars. was on its way to its resting 
place fn his native earth. which neves 
took back to her bosom a nobler son. 


There Were Other Heroes. 


While we do honor this day to him wha 
stood above the ranks ag leader, let ug 
not forget the followers who fell on the 
same field. Not less worthy were they, 
The low lying valleys are just as much 
a part of this beautiful world as are the 
mountain peaks; but it is these latter 
which are glorified by the rays of the 
morning and evening sun. And so it is a 
part of the fortune of war that he. who 
by merit or fortune. has risen high in 
command, draws to himself the fame and 
glory which brave followers have helped 
him to win. What dangers they encoun- 
tered. how hotly his division fought, will 
appear from a few simple facts. On July 
20 its major general and its three bric- 
adiers led their respective commands. By 
eventide of July 22 the major general and 
one brigadier general were dead on the 
field and another brigadier general griev- 
ously wounded. A few months later I 
saw Giet. one of these brigadiers, and 
Smith, who, after General Stevens was 
killed. July 20, commanded Stevens’ brig- 
ade in the battle of the 224, dead on the 
bloody field of Frank'tn. Of one division

MILNER HELD FOR ASSAULT. 


Negro Brought to Atlanta Charged 
with Assaulting Mrs. 
Phipps. 

George Milner, a negro, who claims 
Atlanta as his home, was brought to the 
city by Marshal Thompson, of Jackson, 
yesterday, and is now at police barracks 
awaiting the action of the governor. Mil- 
ner is suspected of being the negro who 
committed a criminal assault at Lafayette 
recently. He has been brought to At» 
Janta because, in the opinion of Judge 
Henry, in whose jurisdiction the crime 
was committed, it would not be safe to 
take him to Lafayette, even for purposes 
of identification. 

Marsha] Thompson arrested the man at 
Jackson last Wednesday. His descrip- 
tion seemed to answer perfectly to that 
of the man wanted at Lafayette, and 
his talk after arrest added to the con- 
viction that he was the right man. 

On the 7th of this month an unknown 
negro committed a brutal assault upon 
Mrs. Phipps, a very estimable young 
married woman residing in Lafayette. 
The brute made his escape. Governor 
Candler offered a reward of $400 for his 
capture, and the Walker county au- 
thorities supplemented this with an ad- 
ditional $200. 

A few days later George Milner appear- 
ed at Jackson. He was not known there, 
and his movements excited the suspicions 
of other negroes, who reported to Mar- 
shal Thompson that the man spent his 
entire days in tlre house of the woman he 
was visiting, leaving only at night. Mar- 
shal Thompson secured the best obtain- 
able description of the man wanted in 
Walker county, and as this seemed to fit 
the visitor, he was promptly placed under 
arrest. 


DELOACH NEAR DEATH’S DOOR 


Wounded Man Shows Signs of Pneu- 
monia—No Developments 
in Case. 

HW. H. DeLoach. who was shot by 
Thomas Smithson, foreman of the ma- 
chine shop of the DeLoach Mill Manufac- 
turing Company, in an altercation at the 
plant Monday afternoon, is in a desperate 
condition at the Grady hospital. 

Dr. Floyd W. McRae, the attending 
physician, stated last night at midnight 
that DelLoach was resting as well as 
could be expected, but that it is im- 
possible as yet to tell the outcome of the 
wound. 

The wounded man was more restless 
during the night than he was yesterday. 
This was due to inflammation, which 
had set in about the course of the bullet. 
His condition was rendered additionally 
dangerous yesterday by the development 
of pneumonia. The symptoms were only 
slight last night, but it cannot be told 
to what extent the pneumonia will go. 

DeLoagh is perfectly conscious, and 
has been since the shooting. The ball 
sntered his back and, after passing into 
the right lung, ranged downward. Owing 
ta the nature of the wound, the ball 
sannot be probed for, and it is not known 
where it lodged. 

There were no additional developments 
in the case yesterday. A preliminary 
trial for Smithson has not been set, and 
will not be until the result of DeLoach’s 
wound is definitely known. Smithson is 
in the Tower. 
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The noonday July sun lost {ts terrors 
for almost 2,000 Georgians who stood with 
patriotic enthusiasm, many of them with 
bared heads, while the memorial shaft to 
Major General William H. T. Walker was 
unveiled with appropriate exercises yes- 
terday, on the spot where the gallant 
warrior met his death. 

On a little plot by the roadside near the 
DeKalb and Fulton county line and about 
three miles east of the city stands this 
tribute of loving hands and hearts to the 
memory of a noble Georgian. Eloquent 
tributes from able orators freshened 
memory upon the deeds of him to whom 
the day had been set apart; flowers laid 
by tender hands upon the granite base 
quickened hearts that beat in unison with 
the sentiments of bygone days. 

Fresh from the Philippines came a com- 
pany of union troops by order of their 
commanding officer to join in the exer- 
cises and salute the grave of one whose 
sword was raised against the union. Side 
by side at the foot of the monument, 
shaded from the sun by the same um- 
brella, gat Major Generals Alexander P. 
Stewart and Oliver O. Howard, whose 
army corps once locked in mortal conflict 
at New Hope church. 

Hundreds thronged close about the lit- 
tle shaft—a massive cannon mounted on a 
granite block—and necks were craned to 
catch a glimpse of little Miss Janet Mac- 
lean Walker, as the general's grand- 
daughter pulled the cord that brought the 
monument into full view. But a moment 
before she had been raised to the table 
that stood upon the little platform and a 
ringing cheer greeted her introduction to 
the crowa. 

Prayer by General Evans, speeches by 
President Brown and Major Cumming 
completed the brief exercises, and while 
those on foot marched to Brownwood to 
participate in the barbecue, the members 
of the association and their guests in 
carriages rode @@™"e monument of Gen- 
eral J. B. McPherson, half a mile or more 
distant, where short exercises were held 
and flora] tributes were placed by the 
same hands that decorated the shaft to 
the confederate general. 

Began with Reception. 

The day’s programme began with a 
brief reception to the guests of the Walk- 
er Monument Association in the parlors 
of the Kimball house at 10:30 o'clock. 
Chief among these were General Walker's 
son and family, who came up from Au- 
gusta; Mr. and Mre. W. H. T. Walker 
and their son and daughter; Major Gen- 
eral Alexander P. Stewart, of the con- 
federate army, now one of the Chicka- 
mauga park commissioners, who came 
down from Chattanooga, and Major Gen- 
eral Oliver O. Howard, of the federal 
army, whose home is in Vermont. There 
were also Dr. and Mrs. C. C. Schley and 
their son William H. W. Schley, wife and 
daughter, from Savannah. Dr. Schley 
was a surgeon on the staff of General 
Gordon during the war, Several promi- 
nent members of the Grand Army post 
were also among the guests, as were, of 
course, delegations from the veterans’ 
camps and the ladies’ patriotic societies 
in the city. 

At ll o'clock the members of the asso- 
ciation and their guests took carriages at 
the Kimball entrance and were soon on 
their way to the scene of the day’s exer- 
cises. The veterans and visitors followed 
on the street cars, and meeting at Brown- 
wood the line of march "was formed to 
the monument, about half a mile distant. 

There the line was headed by Colone! 
L. P. Thomas, the marshal, and his aides, 
while immediately following came Bald- 
win’s band, of Marietta, which furnished 
splendid music for the occasion. The car- 
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Scenes and Prominent Figures at the Unveiling of the Monument to General William H. T. Walker. 
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— joined in behind these and then 
the veterans and other citizens took up 
their march on foot. 

Company K of the Sixteenthe United 
States infantry came shortly afterward, 
in time for the exercises, in command of 
Captain B. B. Buck, and with its lieuten- 
ants, Blanton Winship and H. D. Mitchell. 
Lieutenant Winship is a Georgia boy, 
his home being in Macon. He arrived 
from the Philippines the night before, 
just in time to join with his fellow sol- 
diers in honoring the distinguished Geor- 
gia hero. 


At the Monument. 

The scene around the monument was 
an interesting one. There were gathered 
many ladies, members of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy, the Ladies’ Memorial 
Association, Order of R. E. Lee, Children 
of the Confederacy and Daughters of 
Camp Walker. The veterans of all the 
local camps attended in bodies. These 
are Atlanta camp No. 159, Camp W. H. 
T. Walker, Tige Anderson camp, Camp 
A, \.aeeler’s cavalry, and Clement A. 
Evans camp, of Decatur. r, 

Badges of the Forty-second Georgia 
were worn upon many a coat lappel. The 
famous Forty-second held its reunion 
yesterday, the day of the unveiling, so 
that all its members might attend the 
exercises. 

There wag also present J. T. Collier, of 
' Vienna, Ga., the faithful orderly of Gen- 
eral] Walker, who was with him on the 
fighting line at the time of his death. 
Major Cumming, in his address, referred 
to Orderly Collier and his devotion to the 
general. 

Three Cheers Proposed. 

President Julius L. Brown proposed 
three cheers for the union army as the 
soldiers from Fort McPherson appeared, 
and they were given with a will. Gen- 
eral Clement A, Evans opened with an 
earnest prayer and President Brown 
then introduced to the assembled crowd 
Miss Janet Maclean Walker and loud 
cheers greeted her appearance on the 
speakers’ stand. Little Miss Walker then 
pulled the cord which threw the cloth 
aside and the monument stood exposed 
to full view. 

President Byown delivered an interest- 
ing address touching upon the work of 
the monument association, and calling 
attention to the fact that the project 
had been taken in hand in April ana 
Completed in July. 

President Brown was followed by Ma- 
jor Joseph B.. Cumming. of Augusta, 
who was General Walker's chief of staff 
at the time of the battle of Atlanta 
and who knew him intimately, Major 
Cumming related several interesting per- 
sonal] incidents of the hours just preced- 
ing General Walker’s death.

Buck reminded him of the fact that he 
was a cadet at West Point when Gen- 
eral Howard was superintendent of the 
academy. 
At McPherson’s Monument. 


The carriages carrying 100 or more of 
those who had attended the exercises 
proceeded from the Walker monument 
to that in memory of General McPher- 
‘son, while the rest of the crowd went 
to Brownwood to partake of the barbe- 
cue and attenGgant refreshments. 

Exercises, brief but very similar to 
those at the Walker monument, fol- 
lowed here. Prayer was made by Gen- 
eral Evans and an interesting address 
was delivered by President Brown. Mr. 
Brown spoke interestingly of the fact 
that it was upon the same field anéd 
on the same day that both these brave 
generals had met their death, each fight- 
ing in a different cause, yet now those 
who were then friend and fce were gath- 
ered to do honor to both. He expressed 
regret that a joint monument had not 
been erected to these two heroes. 

L. P. Hills, of Atlanta, recited an orig- 
inal poem, ‘‘The Yankee and the Reb,” 
and the ladies: of the party placed 
wreaths and flowers uffon the little shaft. 
The party then returned to Brownwood, 
where the barbecue was served. 

At the Barbecue. 
It seemed that more than 2,000 people 


crowded the spacious grounds at Brown- 
wood. the country home of President 
Brown, where the barbecue following the 
exercises was held. Carcasses had been 
prepared and Brunswick stew brewed to 
feed as many as appeared to partake 
of the Georgia feast. Additional tables 
were set up beneath the shady trees, 
and these with the pavilion accommo- 
dated some 500 or 600 guests, while the 
others stood up as the barbecued pork 
and mutton were passed around in 
wooden trays. 

Some Speeches were made from the 
pavilion, Governor Candler, General 
Howard and General Stewart being 
among those who responde4 to the en- 
thusiastic crowd that gathered round. 

General Stewart, who is the guest of 
General A. J. West, was one of the most 
interested and interesting spectators of 
the occasion. While he did not take 
part in the battle in which General Wal- 
ker was killed, He was one of the most 
prominent f§rures in the fighting around 
Atlanta. On the day in question he was 
holding one of the approaches to the 
city on fhe ling of the Georgia railroad. 
Some weeks before this time, when in 
command of a division, General Stewart 
met Hooker’s corps in battle at New 
Hope church, not far north of Marietta, 
and one of the divisions of that corps 
was in command of General Howard. 

"and we whipped the whole corps, 
too,”’ said General Stewart, “though I 
had but three brigades.” 

When General Johnston was relieved of 
the command General Stewart took com- 
mand of Hood’s corps on June 17, and 
“this he led against Snherman’s army: in 
the battle of Peachtree creek on July 20. 
Later. in the fight at Mount zra 
church, on July 28, General Stewart was 
severely wounded and went to Savan- 
nah, where he remained for two or three 
weeks until he recovered. Again he as- 
sumed command of his corps and fought 
in Sherman’s rear for a time, afterwards 
going into Tennessee. 

Genera] Stewart led the famous attack 
on the fort at Altoona, just north of Ma- 
rietta. and it was there that General 
Sherman signalled to the officer com- 
manding the federal troops, “‘Hold the 
fort, for I am coming,” the incident 
that was responsible for the famous gos- 
pel hymn, of which that is the opening 


line. 

General Stewart enjoyed the occasion 
very much. It was a success from every 
standpoint, and late in the evening the 
veterans returned to the city, after hav- 
ing peacefully fought over again the bat- 


tles of nearly forty years ago.

Carter Harrison, Taggert, Jones, 
Wright and Strauss Considered 
by Committee on Speakers. 

Low Rates Assured for 
Labor Day. 


United States Senator Mark Hanna. 
famous as the national Republican cam- 
paign manager and prospective candidate 
for the presidency in 1904, may participate 
in the celebration of Labor day in At- 
lanta the first Monday in September and 
deliver an address on that night. 

The subcommittee on speakers and pro- 
gramme of the general Labor day com- 
mittee met last night and discussed the 
matter of speakers. It will probably 
recommend to the general committee that 
some man of national reputation be in- 
viteqd to Atlanta on Labor day. Several 
names are under consideration by the 
committee, among the number being the 
name of Marcus A. Hanna. 

The other speakers being considered are 
Mayor Carter Harrison, of Chicago; 
Mayor Taggert, of Indianapolis; Mayor 
Jones, of Toledo; Carroll D. Wright, 
United States commissioner of labor, and 
Nathan Strauss, the New York million- 
aire and philanthropist. These names, 
together with that of Senator Hanna, 
will probably be presented to the general 
Labor day committee at its meeting Sat- 
urday night. If the committee approves 
the recommendation to make speaking a 
feature of the celebration it will then se- 
lect from the list the speaker. 

Senator Hianna’s name met with much 
favor from the subcommittee, because 
of the fact that the senator is president of 
the national civic federation. This is the 
body organized some time ago to arbi- 
trate al] differences between capita] and 
labor. It is composed of representatives 
from both capital and labor, and has 
headquarters in New York city. 

The members of the speakers commit- 
tee believe that the presence here 39f 
either of the men above mentioned would 
prove a big event in the observance of 
Labor day and would aid in attracting 
a great crowd of visitors to the city. 
Should one of them be invited and ac- 
cept the invitation a large auditorium in 
the city will be secured for the speaking. 

Chairman Dennis Lindsey, of the com- 
mittee, presided over the meeting last 
night. 


Low Rates for Labor Day. 

Chairman J. W. Bridwell, of the gen- 
eral committee, has received a communi- 
cation from the secretary of the South- 
eastern Tariff Association to the effect 
that the matter of low rates for Labor 
day has been laid before the different 
railroads affected. He assures Chairman 
Bridwell that the usual cheap rates will 
be granted. 

With the excellent programme of sports 
and with the other interesting features 
being planned, it is believed that hundreds 
of people from the surrounding towns 
and sections will be induced to visit At- 
lanta on that day and take part in the 
festivities.

MRS. MIMS TELLS OF 


DEMOCRACY IN CHURCH

rea HE resignation of Mrs. Livingston 

Mims as first reader in the Chris- 

tian Science church of Atlanta, in 
accordance with a decree recently passed 
requiring rotation in office, has been the 
source of deep regret, not only among 
the members of the congregation, but 
among the many people outside of the 
church who have been from time to time 
interested spectators at the services so 
impressively cofiducted each Sunday by 
Mrs. Mims. 

Not since the decree made several years 
ago, whereby preaching was abolished in 
the church, has there been a movement 
more significant. At that time the rule 
was made that there should be no more 
sermons from the leaders or readers in 
the church, but that the Bible and Mrs. 
Eddy’s books on ‘Science and Health; 
With Key to the Scriptures,’"’ be read, 
these readings comprising the regular 
Sunday services. 

Now that the decree comes that the 
readers, many of whom have, as in the 
case of Mrs. Mims, established the 
churches in which they read, must hold 
office for a. limited time, there are sug- 
gestions to the effect that such a move- 
ment will necessarily prove disastrous— 
that the popularity of the church in many 
instances will suffer. 

“Do you not think that to deprive the 
church of those readers who have estab- 
lished its doctrines in the community 
where it holds and who have drawn to it 
its following, will in many cases decrease 
the membership?’ was asked Mrs. Mims 
yesterday. 

‘“‘No,’’ was the emphatic reply. ‘That 
is the very false idea that the church 
must put down. Personality has not made 
the church, but the healing power of 
divine love has made it, and this Healing 
power of truth is the very corner stone 
upon which the church is built. 

“Instead of decreasing the membership 
of the church or HMmiting its growth, this 
latest decree or new movement is the 
most expansive that the church has in- 
augurated, and I am confident of a rap- 
idly increasing growth, because the very 


spirit of the movement breaks the fetters | 


of finite persona] influence and takes a 
higher step toward the impersonal and 
infinite. 

“The crown that. is expected soon to 
diadem the brow of King Edward is not 
more precious in his sight than is to me 
the fact that the Christian Science 
church, so dear to me (whose initial 
formation was in my own home some 
years ago), is now rejoicing to worship 
under its own ‘vine and fig tree.’ Beau- 
tiful, tasteful it is, without one cent of 
indebtedness to any person on this earth 
except to heal, love one another, and 
bless the sick and sorrowing. Accord- 
ingly how happy does it make me to 
know that the church is now ready, in 
response to the call of our beloved leader, 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, to take this 
sublime step, in a ‘spiritual democracy,’ 
wherein each member is eligible to its 
offices. 

“Not personal leadership, but individual 
development is. the aim in Christian 
Science. Each one of God's children is a 
king and priest; king in dominion over

evi] and the material senses; priests in 
administering the ‘bread that cometh 
down from heaven;’ that jis the truth of 
being which heals and saves. Each call 
in Christian Science is a call to go high- 
er up, not to come down. The _ true 
Christian life is a progressive life, as- 
cending steps, reaching from earth to 
heaven.,”’ 

“Who will take your place?’ was here 
asked Mrs. Mims, 

“No one takes my place,’’ was the re- 
ply. 

“Each individual has his own place in 
history—his own peculiar niche.’’ 

“Do you retire in any way from the 
work that has otherwise devolved upon 
you in the church?” 

“No, my work enlarges. I am still a 
lecturer, still do my literary work, still 
teach my classes, and still heal the 
sick. 

“No one can gain from the new move- 
ment more than I do. If it only teaches 
me more the beauty of meekness, 
humility and of selflessness, it will do 
more for me than could any crown of 
earthly jewels. 

‘In its deepest sense the movement 
means for each one of us to rise out of 


the finite sense of personality and follow 


Jesus in the attainment of the true, 
eternal individuality which is ‘one with 
the Father,’ as Jesus taught and illus- 
trated.”’ . 

On Sunday, for the last time, Mrs. 
Mims will conduct as first reader the 
services in the church she inspired and 
established here, and it is probable her 
successor will be announced. The selec- 
tion will be made from among the con- 
gregation, all of whom, with individual 
exceptions, have studied the science with 
Mrs. Mims, and the selection will fall 
upon such as have proven supertor in- 
dustry and spirituality in their accept- 
ance of the faith and their practice of it. 

Mrs. Mims, who is on the general lec- 
ture board of the cHurch, will now have 
more time to devote to that branch of 
the work, althouwh she declines at pres- 
ent to make known her plans in that 
direction.

From June to De- 
cember, of 1899, these troops were used 
in the construction and operation of a 
railroad through the Cagayan valley. In 
1900 and 1901 the regiment was divided 
into detachments and scattered through- 
out the valley. This service was largely 
guard duty, but three skirmishes with 
the Filipinos varied the monotony. These 
occurred at Cariga, Tumeany and Tugo. 
Detachments of ten or twelve men were 
attacked at each place by between one 
and two hundrd insurgents, but the Fili- 
pinos were in every instance routed. The 
attacking forces possessed but few fire- 
arms, and were for the most part bo'to 
men.

SHERIFF SUED 


FOR FIRE LOSS 


_ Owner of Burned Houses at 
Pittsburg Asks for 
Damages. 


HOLDS SHERIFF NELMS 
AND KING RESPONSIBLE 


Anna Wellborn Claims That as a Re- 
sult of Big Riot and the De- 
struction of Property, She 
Is Out Some Two Thou- 
sand Dollars. 


The burning of the houses at Pittsburg 
last May by officers of the law in order 
to dislodge Will Richardson, the negro 
Gesperado, who killed so many men in 
the riot which took place in that settle- 
gent, has resulted in a suit for damages 
being filed against Sheriff John W. Nelms 
@nd Henry King. 

Anna Wellborn, who claims to be the 
Owner of the destroyed property, is the 
plaintiff and she wants damages aggre- 
eating $2,000. She makes an _ itemized 
statement of her alleged losses a part of 
the pleadings. Sheriff Nelms, it is claimed, 
Was the one who caused the houses to be 
burned and that Henry King, the negro 
who was in the building with R&hard- 
60n, was the man who was made to start 
the fire. 

King, it may be remembered, was re- 
cently tried and convicted in the criminal 
branch of the Fulton superior court of 
the murder of Bailiff Ed Battle and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary. The jury recommended such a 
Bentence. His case has been appealed to 
the supreme court, and the papers in the 
case are now in course of preparation to 
be filed with that tribunal in the next few 
days. 

The Wellborn woman has also field suit 
against the Hamburg-Bremen Fire Insur- 
ance Company in the superior court in 
an effort to get $400, which she says its 
due her by that company as insurance 
money. She wants interest from the date 
of the fire until the time of the trial and 
seeks attorneys’ fees in addition to a 
general judgment. She asserts that she 
filed the necessary claim with the insur- 
ance company, but that the local agent 
declined to make payment. 

In the suit for damages against the 
sheriff and King, Anna Wellborn sets out 
that she was the owner of the following 
property which, she charges, was burned 
on the day of the riot: 

One 3-room dwelling, value $600. 

One 4-room store, value $400. 

One large barn, value $200. 

One stable, value $50. 

One suit of walnut furniture, value $100. 

Wardrobe, containing Wearing apparel, 
-Walue $100. 

Carpet and pictures, value $50. 

Table, kitchen utensils, stove 
Smoothing irons, value $59. 

One T cart, value $25. 

Lot of lumber, value $10. 

In both cases she is represented by

Waid admitted having telephoned Officer 
Tibbs, but denied the cursing feature of 
the conversation.

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PASSING THRONG. 


F. E. Hinds, superintendent of con- 
struction at the new federal prison at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kans., is In the city. 
Mr. Hinds has been inspecting the fed- 
eral prison here for the purpose of get- 
ting some suggestions that will be of 
assistance in constructing the Fort Leav- 


-enworth prison, and to see what improve- 


ments can be made at that prison on 


the Atlanta prison. 

He will remain in the city several days, 
and will spend most of the time out at 
the prison inspecting and investigating. 

When seen yesterday Mr. Hinds spoke 
interestingly of the prison now in the 
course of construction at Fort Leaven- 
worth, and also of the Atlanta prison. 

“You have here an excellent prison, 
and when “Me 600-foot main building is 
put up and the wall constructed around 
it you will have one of the finest in the 
world. 

“The difference in size of the Atlanta 
prison whén completed and the Fort 
Leavenworth prison will be 250 feet in 
the length of the main buildings. The 
main building of the Fort Leavenworth 
prison will be 850 feet long and the At- 
lanta prison’s main building will be 600 
feet long. 

“We have now been five years in the 
construction of the Kansas prison, and 
it will take us ten more years to com- 
plete the work. 

‘At present we are working 400 con- 
victs, and are carrying along the con- 
struction of the entire prison. 

‘We are erecting a wall 30 feet high. 
7 feet thick at the base and 3 feet thick 
at the top, extending around an area 
of 17 acres. It will take 50,000,000 brick 
to build this wall, but when completed 
the irresistible ‘ball’ could not go through 
it, and no man on earth could scale it. 

‘We have, besides many white crim- 
inals, a number of negroes and Indians. 
It is interesting to note the different 
characteristics of the two last mentioned 
races. The Indians take better to the 
stone work, while the negroes make bet- 
ter bricklayers. The reason for this is 
that the work of a stone cutter requires 
his absolute attention, and, as he is con- 
stantly bent over the stone while at 
work, it is necessarily a very quiet work, 
very little time for talk. This just suits 
the Indian. The negro, on the other 
hand, works better when assigned to a 
task that will admit of more freedom 
both of limbs and of tongue. They make 
good bricklayers. But there is one thing 
that we westerners find about the négro, 
and that is that you cannot depend on 
him, and he is always anxious for a 
fight.’’ 

Mr. Hinds spoke of the crops in the 
west, and said this would in all proba- 
bility be the banner year for corn. 

He noted with interest the ‘‘hustle and 
push’’ which he said seemed to charac- 
terize Atlanta,

Will Possibly Be General Passenger 
Agent of Western Divisien. 


EUSTIS’ PLACE IS VACANT 


Pennsylvania Preparing To Strike 
the Gould Roads—Seaboard Is 
Improving Roadway—New 
Through Trains to Jack- 
sonville Probabie. 


It is reliably stated that Colonel B. W. 
Wrenn, formerly passenger traffic man- 
ager for the Plant system, is to accept 
a position with the Burlington as gen- 
eral passenger agent. It is understood 
that Colonel Wrenn will have charge of 
the passenger business of one of the 
western divisions, though nothing definite 
is known as to this. 

The Burlington is one of the greatest 
railway systems in the country and alto- 
gether comprises something over 8,000 
miles of track. Passenger Traffic Man- 
ager P. 8. Eustis, who was sece¢tly pro- 
moted to his present position, has charge 
of the entire passenger business of the 
system. Under him there are a number 


of general passenger agents, each of 
whom has full authority in his own ter- 
ritory. 

Mr. Eustis was general passenger agent 
of one of the divisions up to a few 
months ago, when he was made passen- 
ger traffic mafihger. It Ms understood 
that the position then made vacant has 
never been filled. Whether or not Colonel 
Wrenn will take charge of the division 
formerly directed by Mr. Eustis is not 
known. 

Few passenger men in the country are 
better known than Beverly W. Wrenn. 
When it was first stated that hé would 
not continue in the service of the Plant 
system after it was merged into the At- 
lantic Coast Line, railroad men were 
unanimous in saying that it would be 
only a short time before some road would 
be looking fer him. 

Colonel Wrenn is familiar with every 
detail of the passenger business, but his 
strong point is his ability as an adver- 
tiser. He did as much to give Florida its 
present prominence as any man in the 
state. It is believed that he could do 
great work in attracting tourist travel 
to Colorado over the Burlington’s rafs. 
Colonel Wrenn seems to be popular with 
western roads, as it is understood that 
he has been offered a similar position by 
another line in that part of the country. 
However, it is regarded as certain that he 
will go to the Burlington. 


The Pennsylvania-Goulds Fight. 


Baltimore, July 22.—The Evening News 
today published the following statement 
concerning diversion of traffic ¥Yrom the 
Western Maryland railway to the. Cum- 
berland Valley railroad: 

“Reports as to what the Pennsylvania 
railroad will do to handicap the plans 
of the Goulds are crystallizing into facts. 
Actions are now appearing instead of 
menacing threats. The first blow aimed 
at the Goulds will be to take from the 
Western Maryland the through tariff it 
now handles between- Cherry Run, W. 
Va., and Shippensburg, Pa. This has 
been reported as likely.to be done for 
several weeks. 
mined upon, 

“The traffic is received by the Western 
Maryland at Cherry Run from Baltimore 
and Ohio and is delivered to the Reading 
at Shippensburg. This arrangement gives 
the Western Maryland a haul of 54 miles 
on a heavy traffic. It is estimated that 
the profit to thé Western Maryland in 
1901 froin this business amounted to $600,- 
000. This is over 70 per cent of the net 
earnings of the Western Maryland rail- 
road and is evidently intended by the 
Pennsylvania to be a Staggering blow 
to its new owners. There is, however, a 
contract existing between the Baltimore 
and Ohio, the Western Maryland and che 
Reading governing this arrangement, and 
when the business now handled is stopped 
a big law suit will undoubtedly follow.”’ 


Betterments on the Seaboard. 

The Seaboard Air Line is making a lot 
of improvements on the line between Ham- 
let and Atlanta, which, when completed, 
will make this piece of roadbeq one of 
the finest in the south. 

On this line there are a number of 
long trestles over dry stretches of low 
country. Wherever there is not danger 
of a great flow of water after heavy 
rains these trestles are being. converted 
into fills. The trestles are not being torn 
down, but the fills are being built up of 
dirt dumped from trains on the trestleg. 
As the trestles are left standing there will 
be no weight ou the fills until the dirt 
has settled down as hard as gatural 
earth. 

This work is being done preparatory to 
the laying of the eighty-pound rail with 
which the Seaboard is to equip all ita 
main lines. A large order for these rails 
was given some months ago and the work 
of laying them will soon begin on the At- 
lanta and Hamlet line.

time ago, it is generally believed among 
railroad men that on September 1 the At- 
lantic, Valdosta and Western, which was 
recently purchased by the Southern. will 
be turned over to the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, another Southern property, 
so far as operation is concerned. 

{t was rumored in passenger circles yes- 
terday that soon after the acquisition of 
the Atlantic, Valdosta and Western the 
Georgia Southern will in all probability 
put through trains into service between 
Atlanta and Jacksonville, using the line 
of the Central of Georgia, between At- 
lanta ang Macon. 

This line has long been. used for 
through sleepers on the Dixie Syer route. 
operated by thé Illinois Central, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
the Central of Georgia, the Georgia 
Southern and Florida and the Atlantic. 
Valdosta and Western. It is the short 
route between Atlanta and Jacksonville, 
and through trains on it would undoubt- 
edly attract a large patronage during the 
winter season.

Including the members of the Fifth regt- 
ment, the Seaboard has sold over 1,300 
tickets out of Atlanta to Wrightsville 
since the opening of the season. The ma- 
jority of this number are Atlantans, ag 
the resort has been advertised very little 
in other parts of. the state. 


Mr. Christian states that in all prob- 


ability one of the handsomest hotels on 
the-Atlantic coast will be erected on the 
beach at Wrightsville before the opening 
of next year’s season.

Cobb, J.—i. Under the allegations of the 
amendment to the plaintiff's petition, the 
plaintiff had such a perfect equity in the prop- 
érty dn controversy as to authorize a recovery 
of the same from the defendants; and it was 
not essential to the maintenance of this cause 
of action that the holders of the legal title to 
the property ehould be made parties. 

In an action to recover possession of 
land the petition alleged that the plaintiff was 
the owner of the land under written evidence 
of title. An amendment was offered, setting 
up that the plaintiff at the commencement of 
the action was the equitable owner of the land, 
and as such entitled to the possession of the 
same. Held, that the amendment did not set 
forth a new and distinct cause of action. 

3. A charter granted by a superior court 
upon a petition alleging that the principal 
office of the company is to be located in the 
county in which the petition is filed is a valid 
charter, notwithstanding the corporation owns 
no property in that county, and the work'in 
which the corporation is to be engaged is to 
be carried on in another county. 

4. While a corporation chartered by a su- 
perior court cannot transact *the business for 
which it is organized until at least IO per 
cent of the capital stock has actually been 
paid in, such corporation may be organized
